The first two years of the 
pulp settlement are based on 
a coast forest Industry report 
which recommended a 60-cent 
hourly inerease over the 
same period for 28,000 wood- 
workers. 

The pulp settlement, tg 2 
includes an _ increase ine 
tradesmen ‘that is equivalent 
to the 15-cent hourly adjust- 
ment recommended in the 
report by Mr. Justice Nathan

Neither the Pulp and Paper 
Industrial Bureau, represent- 
ing the employers, nor the 
pulp unions. would disclose 
details of the settlement unti!

MAJOR IMPROVEMENTS

that the .setilement includes 
some major-improyements in 
fringe ‘benefits — particularly 
health and welfare — that 
raises the total cost of the 
new packagé to $1.25 an hour 
over the threé years. 

Tt was also understood that 
the companies have acreed to 
gradually incréase their 
health and welfare contribu- 
tions from 50 per cent to 70 
per cent by the third year of 
the contract. In &ddition, 
weekly sick-benefits are to be 
extended, pensions improved, 
and shift differentials’ in- 
ereased for the workers. 

Sources said today’that it 
was extremely doubtful the 
IWA would go for a three- 
year pact in the emergency 
negotiations now under way

Nixon ‘Sole Voice’ 
Deciding War Trend 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate vote against the end 
the-war amendment was the 
final step in turning 
complete responsibility for 
the Indochina war to Presi- 
dent Nixon, contends George 
McGovern, Democratic sena- 
tor for South Dakota. 

“His unchecked’ and un- 
fettered role now as the chief 
executive makes him respon- 
sible alone now for develop- 
ments in the future,’’—the 
senator said in an interview. 

“If things come out well, 
he'll be a hero. If things come 


out as I think they will 
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over 


—which is very poorly — then 
he’s in trouble.” 

McGovern was the leader of 
the forces that lost Tuésday 
55 to 39 on the amendment 
requiring withdrawal of all 
U.S. troops from South Viet- 
nam by the end of 1971. 

“T think it is an abdication 
of our constitutional respon- 
sibilities to place the whole 
burden on the president;"’ said 
the senator. 

Meanwhile, on the Indo- 
china war front, the United 
States. pushed ahead today 
with two. new. moves to 
disengage American forces 
from Vietnam, and the U.S 
commander, Gen, Creighton 
W. Abrams, said the ability of 
the South Viethamese to 
defend themselves “has been 
greatly enhanced.” 

On the battlefields, U.S. and 
South Vietnamese forces re- 
mained on the alert for

Jordan and Iraq ‘were poised «on the “brink -of 
open warfare today after swift Jordanian rejection of 
a threat from Iraq to use military intervention on 
behalf of Palestinian Arab guerrillas under-fire from 


King Hussien’s troops. 


Jordan’s reply was handed 
to the Iraqi ambassador here 
after an emergency meeting 
of the cabinet which lasted 


almest four hours while spor- 
adic firing continued in some 
areas after Tuesday night's 
clashes, 


The Tragi threat came in a 
note handed to Jordan's am- 
bassador in Baghdad Tuesday 
night while security forces 
and commandos blazed away 
at each other in and around 
Amman after an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to assassinate 
King Hussein. 

Premier Abdul Moneim Al- 
Rafai told reporters after the 
cabinet meeting that the Iraqi 
note had said: 

“The Iraqi government asks 


Jordan Denies 


The note repeated Jordan's 
earlier denial that the army 
had opened fire first and 
emphasized the govérnment's 
support “for. « the ~ Palestine 
resistance movement ‘and de- 
sire for brotherhood with 
Iraq. * 

The premier told the re- 
porters that the cabinet .had 
approved effective “mexsures 
to” prevent a reeutrencé “of 
Tuesday night's fighting.

~HALLENGES TO ALDERMAN 

— Peter Pollen to be positive 
rather than negative have resulted 
in some recommendations regarding 
the Wharf Street renewal scheme 
which deserve the close attention of 
both the public and their elected 
representatives. While the concept 
of the waterfront area rejuvenation 
is one which all Victorians recognize 
as not merely desirable but essential 
for the good of the city, a 
considerable body of concern has 
grown, during the past months, as 
to the advisability of the high-rise 
development which the Reid inter- 


” Sests propose in their dramatic and 


stimulating plan for a_ hotel- 
apartment-theatre-marina complex 
on the Inner Harbor. 

Now, in raising ‘the issue, Mr. 
Pollen has served to focus the 
public’s. misgivings as to the ad- 
vantages of the three high-rise 
towers which the Reid plan envis- 
ages. Set on the waterfront, these 
would do much to obscure the view 
of the Sooke Hills — one of 
Victoria’s sunset glories — from 
downtown. And while the many 
attractions of the plan can be cited, 
it is possible that too little attention 
has been paid to the side effects of 
such a.concentration of population 
in little more than, a block of a 
relatively restricted thoroughfare. 

There. is a dilemma here. The 
benefits of the high-rise form are 
widely known and it is obviously a 
permanent part of the modern 
urban scene. But it is not without its 
disadvantages — and it is in this 
regard that the location of highrise 
buildings is particularly important. 
Prime sites have been waterfronts 
and park boundaries, and while this 
is fine for the high-rise dwellers, the 
effects on the neighborhood in 
cutting off the view — of the parks, 


watt earchtiel wiotiies _ have 
not the attention here 


which they need..There is, too, the 


no-man’s Jand which is created 
directly in the lee of a high-rise 
complex, all too often abandoned to 
parking lots or depreciated proper- 
ties which tell their own story of life 
in the shadows. 

In terms of Wharf Street, what 
would this mean? Could the street, 
already crowded at many times of 
the day, adequately handle the 
traffic arising from ‘hundreds more 
residents? - Would the waterfront, 
which could be made one of 
Victoria's crowning scenic achieve- 
ments, be depreciated by the 
towers, perhaps to be followed. by 
others along the shore? Would’ the 
adjacent area be able to overcome, 
and flourish in, the new boxed-in 
environment? 

These are questions which have 
been soft-pedalled until now, for no 
one wants to denigrate an invigorat- 
ing scheme after the long doldrums 
in the Inner Harbor. But Mr. Pollen 
is right to raise them — and the 
reception. given his remarks indi- 
cates that others on Council may be 
having second thoughts. 

What emerges more clearly than 
ever is that Victoria needs a long- 
range plan, not only for specified 
sections such as the Wharf Street 
area, the once-mooted governmental 
precinct and cathedral precinct, and 
so on, but for the community as a 
whole. This would embody trans- 
portation, traffic routes, architec- 
tural types, residential concentra- 
tions, commercial -expansion, the 
general appearance ‘and style of the 
city, and in fact the basic question 
of what we really want to create for 
the future with the incomparable 
assets we have at hand. Are we now 
ready to face this question? 


The Fish Conservation Case 


AST WEEKEND’S IMPRESSIVE 
“sail in” demonstrated drama- 


tically the demand made by West 
Coast fishermen for extension of 
Canada’s fisheries jurisdiction to 
the edge of the continental shelf.-In 
addition to representing enlightened 
self-interest, their argument has 
merit on conservation grounds. 
Canada can control fishing methods 
in a way to preserve various species 
jn waters over which she has 
jurisdiction. No such control is 
possible ‘en the high seas without 
international agreement among all 
fishing nations — and that is 
difficult to achieve. 


The Canadian fishing industry is_ 


naturally. anxious. to preserve an 
ecological balance which will assure 
is dis- 
turbed by the prospect of alien 
fishing fleets scraping bare the 
grounds and scooping up the species 
on which important. commercial 
species depend for food. And it is 
understandably interested in the 
creation of more salmon hatcheries 
on the WestCoast to provide more 
fish for commercial hauls. 

The present uncontrolled situa- 
tion however, renews interest “fh 
research now under way to deter-

political rhetoric from all levels 
of government about ensuring that 
Canada's economy will remain in 
domestic hands, But talk and action 
are opposite sides of the coin, and 
too often Canadian politicians make 
sure the coin lands “heads” rather 


than “heart”.when it comes to 
investment. 
» Quebec’s Premier Robert 


Bourassa ‘was elected on a promise 
to make available 100,000 jobs in a 
province that has one of the highest 
unemployment rates in Canada. To 


_ this end Mr. Bourassa has made a 


good start, taking advantage of 
federal incentives and doing his 
utmost to encourage investment in 
Quebec. Still, it:is hard to under- 
stand in this day of resurgent 
Canadian nationalism how Quebec 


mine the feasibility of “farming” 
fish in waters impounded inland. If 
it proved feasible’ to keep our 
salmon, from hatchery to cannery, 
from straying to the high seas — 
wherever the limits are set — 
expenditures on propagation would 
reserve returns for Canadians only. 
We would not, in other words, be 
producing fish for others to catch 
without recompense for our invest- 
ment. 

That is a prospect for the future 
and it would create a number of 
problems. It must first be proved 
practicable and economic. And it 
would involve the disappearance of 
salt-water salmon fishermen in a 
social change of significant propor- 
tions. Moreover, it would not be an 
important element in preserving the 
ground fish stocks to which Cana- 
dian fishermen must eventually 
turn for a larger proportion of their 
harvest. 

It should, however, remain a 
thought in the back of Fisheries 
Minister Davis’ mind as he bargains 
internationally for improvement of 
conservation and control measures 
over continental shelf fisheries cur- 
rently . outside Canada’s recently 
extended territorial limits. ib 


Less Sovereignty 


could promise an industrial giant 
like the United States-owned Inter- 
national Telephone and Telegraph 
Corporation $35 millions in gov- 
ernmental aid to persuade the 
company to build a $160-millions 
chemical pulp plant in the province. 
The U.S. conglomerate is also to 
receive timber rights to an area 
twice the size of Nova Scotia. If the 
incentives were any sweeter ITT 
could start a sugar subsidiary. 

For its part ITT has promised 
an eventual investment of $400 
millions in Quebec.

R. Benson's latest tax proposals, 
affecting the mining industry, 
stem from an explicit recognition that, in

theory, they are manifestly not equal in 
financial competence. Abatements of the 
character proposed by Mr. Benson have 
always been far more popular with 
wealthy provinces than they have with 
others lacking a comparable tax base 
and more dependent on equalization. 

In the business of attracting develop- 
ment capital, the provinces are in 
‘competition with each other. On the 
basis of Mr. Benson's rearrangments, 
there will. be room for a province to 
charge in corporation tax anything from 
12 per cent (the existing level) to 27 per 
cent. Self denial ought not to. be too 
difficult. for Ontario or British Columbia. 
For provinces such as New Brunswick or 
Manitoba, (and perhaps again Saskat- 
chewan) it will be. no simple matter, 
although necessity may make for 


projects stalled for many months by the®& accémmodation in the very short term. 


inability of their executive officers to 
read the tax intentions of government. 
Mr. Benson offers three revisions for 
consideration by the provincial treasur- 
ers. Two of these are alike in the sense 
that each would widen the definition of 
expenditures qualifying for depletion 
allowances. As proposed in the white 
paper, a mining company would be 
permitted to claim one dollar in 
deduction from taxable profits (depletion 
allowance) for each three dollars spent 
on various expenditures, such as explora- 
tion. With the change announced last 
week cost of certain ore processing 
facilities and outlays connected with 
major expansions of mining activities 
could be included in these calculations. 
These are obvious improvements, 
increasing the potential value of the 
incentive offered. The third revision is of 
a different character and much more 
difficult to assess (unless, in particular 
cases, understandings already exist 
between companies uncertainly poised 
for immediate developments and govern- 
ments eager to see development start). 


Reducing Claims 


Mr. Benson proposes to. reduce his 
own claims on future corporation reve- 
nues. This is the familiar device of 
giving the provinces more tax room.. If 
the provinces display equal generosity 
towards the companies — but only dn 
that case — a tax incentive will be 
created for future development. The 
minister, with characteristic dexterity, 
has shifted the onus from the federal to 
provincial governments. 

Certainly this is a shrewd move, 
politically speaking, sincé the provinces 
in most urgent need‘ of development have 
been most outspoken in their criticism of 
white paper proposals reducing the 
existing incentives to enterprise. 

Whatever its immediate effect, 
ever, the proposal is likely over the 
longer term to create fresh complica- 
tions in federal - provincial relation- 
ships. While all provinces are equal in

On this point one of the best known 
authorities is Mr. Benson himself. Last 
year, in his now famous white paper, he 
devoted a section (page 82) to the 
general subject of abatements. He was 
speaking in general terms, referring to 
his proposal to discontinue the present 
practice of abating the basic federal 
income tax to assist the provinces. 

This change, he explained, “reflects 
an intention stated in 1966 to give up the 
abatement system. By inference the 
general abatement appears to be or is 
interpreted as signifying the federal 
goverment’s view as to the appropriate 


or proper rate of provincial tax. This 


imposes a practical barrier to the 
provincial government using a different 
rate, despite its legal freedom to do 80. 
Moreover, it has diluted the provincial 
responsibility for determining and justi- 
fying its own tax rates..." 

The view expressed above is not 
invalidated by the fact that abatements 
were to continue in respect of corpora- 
tion tax. A government in a favorable 
financial -situation and anxious to pro- 
mote needed development will find the 
“practical barrier” passable enough. But 
a government unfavorably situated will 
be under pressure to charge the 
“appropriate,” Ottawa-sanctioned rate 
even though its need for development 
may be very much greater. From the 
standpoint of a company the uncertainty 
has been transferred from, the national 
to provincial capitals; it has not been 
removed. 

Mr. Benson’s examples are of limited 
value since they display textbook 
situations rather than those likely to be 
encountered in practice. They indicated 
that with no rate changes @ company 
without earned depletion would pay on 
mining profits of $100 a total of $59.90 
under the white paper proposals $52 
under the suggested revisions, This 
would compare, however, with $44.60 
under the white paper proposals, $52 
therefore, Mr. Benson still proposes to 
reduce very materially the existing 
development. But the best may be 
unrealistic for provinces caught in a 
financial squeeze and confronting thé 
practical barriers which the minister of 
finance so clearly perceived last year.

Risky 

It ‘is curious, is it not, that the 
pathetic, self-justificatory, letters. which 
have appeared in your columns from 
doctors’ regarding your publication of 
their “take’ from the B.C, Medical 
Plan, have all been written by doctors 
who received relatively little — ‘under 
$40,000 if my memory serves me. 

One would be more impressed by 
some sort of explanation from “doctors 
receiving $60,000, $100,000 and so on. 

I am also astonished to think that 
these doctors spend between 15 and 20 
minutes with their patients, and_by the 
moderation of the charges made for 
office calls, I recollect that more than 20 
years ago, we were charged ten dollars 
for an office call, which lasted at the 
very most 5 minutes. It is true that 
another, less extortionate doctor (since 
deceased, unfortunately) had only 
charged us five dollars. 

However, the shock we received when 
the ten dollars was charged has probably 
saved us an enormous amount of money 
since — we. decided then and there that 
we could not afford to be ill, and when 
we had aches and pains we simply 
waited for them to go away, without 
medical intervention. Except for an 
occasional check-up, I feel we are 
unlikely ever to go to a doctor again, 
unless we are involved in an accident or 
incapable of self-propelled movement.— 
Cynical.

A Landmark in Mideast Peace Efforts 


date Aug. 2, 1970, will have 
special - significance for historians 
of the Middle East. It unquestionably 
will be recorded’ as a_ diplomatic 
landmark—and not 
merely in relations 
between Arab and 
Jew. It was on that 
date, of course, that 
the first Arab-Israeli 
peace explorations 
since the establish- 
ment of Israel began. 
No one familiar with 
the frustration, 
hatred, violence and 
extremism of the as 
past 22 years can find this less than 
astonishing. 
But it is not the-only significahce of 
the date. 


The Mideast peace talks represent the 
first major fruit of long-range im- 
portance to be harvested from a decade 
of efforts for Soviet-American detente.

Back 


From the Times 
of September 2, 
1910: 


The immigration 
to Canada continues 
o increase in vok 
ame. People from 
European countries 
are pouring through 
the eastern gate 
ways of the Domin- 
ion. We are already 
receiving more im- 
migrants from the 
British Isles than 
the United States. 
The fame of Canada 
as the land of. op- 
portunity is spread- 
ing throughout the 
earth. The prophecy 
of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier that the 
t w entieth: ~century 
belongs to Canada is 
being fulfilled a l- 
ready. 


The SALT talks, now recessed, 
represent a potential gain of great 
importance. The Soviet-West German 
accord on boundaries will be significant 
if its promise is fulfilled. The several 
peripheral disarmament agreements 
reached since the test-ban accord of 1963 
are useful. 

But the existence of a conscious and 
acknowledged effort by Arabs and Jews 
to end their seemingly eternal feud is 
something approaching a diplomatic 
miracle. It could not happen, but it did. 

And it happened as a result of Soviet- 
American parallelism. Nothing less could 
have brought it about. The extent of the 
American contribution is well known; the 
role played by Moscow, over a period of 
months, was also highly important—and 
is much less known. 

What this really means, so far as 
Moscow and Washington are concerned, 
is that each has agreed to accept the 
other's presence and influence in the 
Middle East. They will coexist in that 
highly strategic part of | the world; 
neither will seek to expel the other. 

And each will press its respective 
client to ‘“‘coo] it,” so that great-power 
coexistence will be more readily feasible. 

The alternative, for Moscow, would 
have been to strengthen and extend 
Soviet power and influence in the Arab 
world at American expense by! perpetuat- 
ing tensions and facilitating conflict. This 
almost certainly would have led fo a 
confrontation with the United States; and 
Moscow backed away. 


U.S. Alternative 


The alternative for Washington would 
have been to make possible anottier 
humiliating military defeat for the Arabs 
on the battlefield, after which the Soviet 
Union, exposed anew as a “paper tiger,’’ 
could have been discredited among the 
Arabs. The risk was that the tiger would 
prove not to have been made of paper; 
and Washington, too, backed away. 

Peace, if it comes, will mean the 
reopening of the Suez Canal, and this, in 
turn, will facilitate Soviet incursions into 

“the Indian Oceat and beyond.. Coex- 
istence east of Suez will be an inevitable 
consequence of coexistence in the 
Mediterranean, But by extension; Wash- 


ington has acquiesced in that prospect as 
well. z 

The date Aug. 25, 1970, was a major 
watershed for the United Nations as an 
institution. The UN has not had much to 
cheer about in recent years; now it has. 

A peace settlement in the Middle 
East, brought about through a UN 
intermediary, could restore the world 
organization to popular respect and 
visible utility. It could transform many 
of the UN's prospects. 

And even if there is no Middle 
Eastern peace, as of course there may 
well not be, the fact that the UN is 
providing machinery for an effort in that 
direction will help, in itself, to boost the 
organization's stock; This is, after ail, 
the kind of thing the UN was designed to 
do. 


Myth Dispelled 


For the Arab world, Aug. 25 was a 
landmark because it dispelled a longheld 
and profoundly-believed myth: that ac- 
ceptance of Israel as a permanent entity 
would produce widéspread and. uncon- 
tainable upheaval among Arabs, imperil- 
ling not merely the political careers but 
the. physical lives of Arab | leaders 
responsible. The ‘Abdullah syndrome,” 
it was sometimes called. 

Egypt and Jordan now have begun 
exploratory. negotiations based on the 
premise of coexistence with Israel. That 
is the officially stated purpose of the 
exercise, the goal they have ack- 
nowledged they are seeking. 

But although there has been angry 
protest from some Palestinians, with 
vows that they are not bound by the 
agreement, there have been no major 
upheaval, no civil war, no successful 
assassinations. 


» Official Cairo and Amman have even, 


dared to take certain steps to curb the 
fedayeen, and as of this writing have 
gotten away with it. 

The Mideast is a healthier place this 
week than It was last; UN prestige has 
received a boost; and Soviet-American 
relatigns are on a sounder footing. 

This much has happened before there 
is progress toward agreement. on peace 
terms, What might happen if peace itself 
were agreed upon is beyond present 
vision.

Set Priorities 
or Tax Dollars 


THE GLOBE AND MAIL

(The article by I. H. Asper referred to in ‘this Globe and 
Mail. editorial appeared in the Times on August 22.) 


Are taxes unacceptably 
high? Should the .trend to 
‘higher taxes every year be 
sharply reversed? Is the 
present rising trend likely, in 
time, to. put governments. in 
fulkcharge of the economy, 
with” tonsequefit loss of indi- 
vidual freedoms? 


These, suggested lawyey I. 
H. Asper, are the questions 
which Canadians should now 
be considering, as the great 
debate over Finance Minister 
Edgar Benson's white paper 
on taxation draws to a close. 
Mr. Asper presented some 
alarming figures. In 1965 the 
federal, provincial and muni- 
cipal governments together 
took $14-billion from the. pub- 
lic. This figuré“will more than 
double to $30-billion in 1970, 


The federal-provincial tax 
structure committee has esti- 
mated that government 
spending will continue to 
increase faster than economic 
growth, giving government a 
larger and larger share of the 
gross national product. Can 
this be endured, or must 
governments be forced to cut 
back on their spending, and 
on the services which they 
offer the public? 


The questions are valid, but 
they can be honestly an- 
swered only if the public 
specifies which. services it is 
willing to see withdrawn, 
which new services it is 
willing to. forgo. Spending is 
not all a wilful business by 
governments, as Mr. “Asper 
rather suggests, Most pro- 
grams are undertaken be- 
cause of public demand; and 
the 1965-1970 increase is not 
almost entirely due, as he 
says, to the increase in the 
cost of providing 1965 serv- 
ices. New services have been 


added; medicare, for an 
obvious example. 
® 


The debate, in other words, 
cannot have meaning unless 
taxpayers. admit that their 
taxes are not just money 
down the drain; .they ar® a 
means by which we purchase 
collectively goods and serv- 
ices which we wish to have 
and which it is either impos- 
sible. or unsatisfactory to 
purchase individually. 


Take pollution, There is 
becoming evident a very 
strong public will to end it; 
but it cannot be ended without 
cost. (It cannot be continued, 
either, without cost; we are 
paying the present bill with 
poisoned earth, water and 
air.) 


The public is going to pay 
the cost of ending pollution, 
whether it is in increased 
taxes or the increased cost of 
goods and services, This we 
might as well admit immedi- 


ately, Industry and indivi- 
duals have also made it plain 
that there will have to be 


some public involvement, if in 
no other way 'than in detect- 
ing pollution;pinpointing pol- 


One long-ago summer, with 
three other youths who hadn't 
found work, I slept 
nights under:a towering coni- 
fer back from a small lake in 
what was almost a wilderness 
at that time. As an excuse for 
our camping, we grubbed out 
a few -rough trails on the 
property newly acquired by 
friends in town, They were 
building -a summer --cottage, 
We used the stove in the 
uncompleted structure for 
cooking and—oneweekends— 
joined the owners for some 
well-prepared ‘meals. When 
they were- away, we burned 
up our own provisions, or ate 
them semi-raw.

It will be” the public, 
through the price it pays for 
gas and oil, which will..pay 
the double or triple cost, and 
also the costs of government 
intervention; research and in- 
spection. 


There are other public costs 
that are inevitable if we are 
to have a decent standard of 
living for all Canadians, One 
is housing, Huge numbers of 
people in the low and even 
middle-income groups cannot 
have decent housing without 
the provision of much more 
public housing. 

The federal government has 
been diverting more and 
more of its housing funds to 
this area—another service 
which Mr.- Asper overlooked. 

It-is-not-a~simple~question 
of whether taxes should rise 
or fall. It is a question of 
whether we will have slums 
or public housing, mercury in 
our rivers_and lakes or out of 
our rivers and lakes, auto- 
mobiles that poison our air or 
do not poison our air, A 
thousand ors. 

This is not to say that we 
should hand governments, a 
blank cheque. We did that 
with education when Sputnik 


suddenly. impressed us with 
the urgent need for more 
higher education. Education 


establishments at every level 
spent—pretty well hogwild for 
a while, to the point where 
the taxpayers began to resent 
the bill. 

Governments have begun 
the move to restrain them, 
and they will have to take it 
much further. There must 
come a time, for instance, 
when our costly educational 
institutions do not stand idle 
for months of every year 


The emphasis must be on 
restraining waste in public 
expenditure, on satisfying our 
needs on a priority basis as 
we can afford to do so, on 
finding means of doing neces- 
sary tasks at lower cost. The 
public housing we need, to 
take one example, will cost us 
much less if uniform nation- 
wide building standards—al- 
ready. projected for Ontario— 
make possible mass produc- 
tion with its- lower per-unit 
cost. 

Mr. Asper is right in urging 
a‘debate about the proper

PLEIKU, South Vietnam — Mai is not a good-looking 
worman,—in_the—eyesof some Vietnamese men, for her 
shoulders are too big and the bottoms of her heels are not 


pink or soft. 


There are still calluses on her hands, 


although the frosted pink fingernails are long and curved 


now. 


Vietnamese can tell that 26-year-old Mai is the child 


of peasants; a country girl who has perhaps worked in the 


fields. 
American servicemen. 


But her shoulders and her heels hardly matter. to 


She is typical of the country girls who are a majority 
of the prostitutes who flourish wherever there are large 
groups of American soldiers. She talks a little about going 
home to her village with her three-month-old son, of open- 
ing a shop or of becoming a dressmaker once more al- 
though her earnings would be only a twentieth of what 


they are now. 


She thinks aloud without recrimination or anger or 
surprise. Her face and her voice show nothing, for she 
has the apathy. of the peasants, who do not believe that 
life really offers that much choice. 


“Americans will marry Vietnamese women and take 


them to the United States only if they are virgins, 
Mai’ — that is not her real name — 
been married,” 


“I have never 


said 
in Vietnamese. 


She said. “An 


American will not marry me, and I am sure that now no 


Vietnamese would.” 


Mai lives and works in a place called the American 
Club in Pleiku, a city in the central highlands... It is off 
limits at night to the 9,000 men of the U.S." forces still 
stationed here — far fewer than there were last year. 

The club is supposed to close at 6 p.m. If there is still 
one man on the premises at midnight, the girls sit and 
wait for more to arrive. Even if there is no one, they do 


not want to sleep.

Mai’s boy has blue.eyes and brown hair aud a nose

“Tt is dull to sleep with Americans, but what can I

Americans at dinner parties 
talk warily of “growing anti- 
Americanism," although in 
the experience of Vietnamese 
and’ Américans who have 
been here a long time it is no 
worse than it was in 1966 
when newly arrived Gis rois- 
tered through downtown Sai- 
gon or in the 1968 post-Tet 
period. 


Yet when a European friend 
and his Vietnamese wife walk 
together in Saigon it is not 
uncommon for Vietnamese 
passers-by to hiss “whore’’ at 
her. And it is customary for 
respectable Vietnamese. girls 
of good family to meet 
American friends away from 
their homes. 


Anti-American 


The army and the Ameri- 
can Embassy recently put out 
a warning to government 
personne] against walking 
alone in Saigon after dark. 

Vietnamese behave toward 
most Americans with a curi- 
ous mixture of dependency, 
muffled resentment or out- 
right hostility, There seems to 
be little space in the emo- 
tional spectrum for the spon- 
taneous warmth ‘that an 
American will. encounter on 
the streets of neighboring 
Asian capitals, Phném Penh, 
Vientiane or even the Vietna- 
mese countryside. 


Anti- Americanism is in 
fact, and has long been, a 
fashionable style of political 
address—especially for the 
fragmented and impotent op- 
position to President Nguyen 
van Thieu's administration. 


~ Even within the government 


one hears echoes of resent- 
ment. 


Facteof Life 


“We are obliged to check 
out all our important actions 
with the American’ missions,” 
one high Thiey official con- 
fided with a jerk of his head 
toward the U.S. Embassy. 
“Naturally we don’t like this. 
But these are the facts of life 
for us at present.’ 


In a law office a few blocks 
from the embassy a promi- 
hent anti-government _politi- 
cian struck a similar note. 

“Anti-Americanism here is 
not directed against the ordi- 
nary American people but 
against the involvement of 


U.S. forces in Vietnam and 
the involvement of the U.S. 
Embassy in Vietnamese af- 
fairs,” he said. 

One opposition leader went 
so far as to suggest that ‘‘if 
the Americans withdraw their 
troops, the Viet Cong would 
have no‘ reason to continue 
their fighting." 


All this may resound upon 
the American ear as ingrati- 
tude, naivete or inscrutable 
ASiats perversity But 
the standpoint of the Saigon- 
ese who have been, by and 
large, passive agents in the 
war, there is a pattern of logic 
in their feelings. 


Prices continue to rise and 
the cruelest impact of the 
wildly inflationary Vie tna- 
mese economy—as well as the 
“reform” program designed 
to blunt the pain—falls on 
workers and salaried classes, 
the civil servants and teach- 
ers who could be the greatest 
forces for cohesion in Vietna- 
mese urban society 


“In our country,'’ a young 
government economist who 
spent four years in Washing- 
ton bitterly observed, “hon- 
esty does not pay. It ‘is 
dishonesty that pays.”’ 

An American economic ad- 
viser with extended Saigon eXx- 
perience sighed the other 
day, .“corruption will be a 
serious problem here as long 
as there are substantial re- 
wards for corrupt behavior." 


Fortune for Girl 


Every day the’ Vietnamese 
in the streets of, Saigon are 
confronted withthe enormous 
disparities between their own 
life style of subsistence and 
that of the Americans who 
emerge from the U.S. com- 
missary with bundles of meat 


and ‘canned goods or the 
Americans who spend the 
equivalent of a Vietnamese 


teacher's monthly earnings on 
a Tudo Street girl. 

“There is a silent majority 
in Vietnam just as there is in 
the United States," a Saigon 
politician insisted while sittng 
in tennis shorts behind his 
desk. 


There is a sense, under 
Saigon's glassy surface these 
days, of enormous social 
discontents simmering . within 
the Vietnamese silent majori- 
tarians weary of war, high 
prices, instability and perhaps 
also the_rich occidentals who 
can eat in fine restaurants 
and buy their women.

Anti-Youth Film 


Has No Meaning 


By Jack Scott 


Young Peter McNelly, whose mind was 
staggered, whose heart exploded with joy, sits 
right across the desk from me and so, in this 
account of: how an older gent crept across the 
generation gulch to see Woodstock, I mean to keep 
the peace. Thi§ is vital when two men share the 
same telephone, shears and glue-pot. 


Woodstock, the film account of the rock 
festival attended last year by upwards of 400,000 
youngsters, didn’t affect my mind or heart, though 
it had what may prove to be a lasting effect on my 
eardrums, I thought it a tedious picture about a 
tiresome event. 


A reviewer is forced in this case to consider each 
separately. - 

The film, itself, is-aspectacular artistic failure largely 

“ because its producer failed té6 make 
that distinction. It might have been a 
fine 60-minute documentary. It might 
even have been a fine 90-minute. re-. 
creation of the musical program for any 
young film-goer unsophisticated enough 
not to realize that, ,with a couple of. 
notable exceptions, this is music every 
bit as ecrassly commercial and banal as 
that of Lawrence Welk. As a bottom- 
numbing, ear-assaulting three hours of 
both it became a crashing bore. 

The event itself, on the evidence as 
it is provided here, and, like trout in the 
milk, it.is circumstantial, seems notable 
only because of the immensity and 

Scott durability of its audience. 

I think it nonsense to suggést, as Peter does — sorry 
about this, Peter — that this was a demonstration that life, 
for the young, is Dionysian. The revellers at Rio de Janeiro’s 
carnaval .may demonstrate ~that a temporary spirit of 
orgiastic religion is possible and jolly good fun, to boot. But 
the kids at Woodstock demonstrated ‘no such thing. They 
clearly went to Woodstock, the a. as curious young ‘people 
are swarming to Woodstock, /the film, to see what was 
happening: They were nearly a half million boys and girls all 
looking at each other to see how they were acting. 

If there’s anything at all to be learned from_the film it 
surely is that we should stop trying to learn about young 
people from ‘such public events. 


* * * 
Peter was not alone in his effort to prove something from 
all this — as “a coming together of mankind,” as ‘‘an 


ecstatic vision of the finest qualities Of*man: gentleness, joy, 
creation and dance.” That New York farm swarmed with 
cerebral types who were similarly trying to intellectualize 
toward some Kind of meaning in ther thing when, quite 
clearly, it was nothing more than a huge promotional venture 
beautifully timed, 

This agonized, pseudo-psychodlogical struggle to prove 
something about the attitudes or the values of the young or 
the old is the ultimate nonsense, It’s like preving that people 
crave to revert to animalism because they go to a circus or 
that there’s a hot-dog-and-beer cult because of the union's 
annual picnic or that my generation, which used to trek 100 
miles to jam about Benny Goodman's band-stand, was 
searching for some esoteric identity, It is all bank. 

The kids at Woodstock went out of curiosity and to have 
some fun, Some did. I thought the scene when they were all 
sliding ecstatically, child-like, in the mud was the one 
charming scene in the film. Some did not have fun. There 
were 5,152 youngsters treated inthe hospital, 797_of them 
poor little boobs on bad trips from impure drugs (two died) 
and 20 miscarriages. 

Either way all that you can really say is that some had 
fun and some did not and since the whole thing was a social 
affair, not a revolutionary affair, the meaning of it was 
without the slightest lasting significance. 

No two adult observers seem to agree in their tortured 
interpretations. On the one hand Professor Edgar Z. 
Friendenberg called it “a desperate’ moye to form a 
temporary community against a society that is hassling them 
all’ the time,"”’ On the other hand, Paul Goodman, the 
sociologist, and author, thought it was merely an assertion of 


“independence and that, “when they get older they will join 


the Kiwanis or the Rotarians.” 

Both opinions, it seems to me, are as specious as: Peter's 
determination to believe that he was seeing a sacred event, a 
sort of pop Lourdes...(He was wrong in his review, by the 
way, in saying that the selfless promoters willingly lost the 
bundle in finally opening the gates without admission; in fact 
they-let them in to prevent the kind of violence that happened 
at the Isle of Wight last weekend, and indeed ,the sponsors 
were already off the hook through the sale of the movie 


rights.)

~The Saddest part of all this Search for meanings is that 
the diagnosis so often adds just a little more misunderstand- 
ing about the young. 

If we're to accept the evidence in Woodstock, the young 
themselves—a preponderance of them there white, educated, 
upper middle-class American—are incapable of explaining or 
defending themselves. We see them here, naive, inarticulate, 
terribly’ self-conscious, so unworldly that it makes you want 
to weep. How naughty they feel when they use the four-letter 
word! How exhibitionistic they are when they go for a mixed 
skinny-dip, a casually accepted fact of life on hundreds of 


Scandinavian beaches by more mature youngsters! 

Thé moment they open their mouths you know that they, 
too, are groping, God knows why, for some deeper meaning 
that can ever be found in a big party. 

“Tt’s Biblical, it’s epical, it’s unbelievable,” says this 
funky looking guy, stoned out of his mind. Says another: “It 
was beautiful, Like we could all groove together, you know, 


‘man. I mean it was real hQman being to human being. You 


weren't, like, alone, and you knew you weren't. I mean you 
were Somewhere.” 

Dignifying that sort of double-talk as being representative 
ot today’s youth does an incredible disservice to the real and 
often noble aspirations of youth as it really is. That is why 
Woodstock is an anti-youth film and why, dear Peter, I found 
it altogether rotten.

BUBBLING ISSUES

‘Me First’ Student Attitude Rapped 


Wright says students carry no more impdértance than do

‘A former student-leader at the University of Victoria 
says that some student leaders in B.C. “are out to grab as 
many bucks for their students as they can wring out of the 
provincial treasury and couldn’t care less about anybody 
else,” 

Norman Wright, former president: of the Alma «Mater 
Society at Uvic and curréntly head of a task force studying 
student financial assistance, disagrees with the hard-line 
attitude taken by some western Canada student Jeaders, 
especially from the University of British Columbia. 


* 


“We can't isolate the student situation as far as making 
monetary demands is concerned,” he said Tuesday. ‘‘A self- 
defining approach like this is self-limiting, and, ultimately, 
self-destroying.”’ 

Wright's task force is sponsored by thé British Columbia 
Jnion of Students, an organization of students inyolved in 
post-secondary education in B.C. 

The task force has been studying the student assistance 
problem since. the beginning of the summer and will bring 
forth a report within. a month, 


other segments of the society 

“I think we should work on a system of over-all ‘social 
priorities which-don't necessarily have the student saying: 
Me first!” 

The student standitig by himself demanding government 
money doesn’t stand a chance, Wright said. 

“Everyone else who has a claim on the treasury gangs up 
on him.” 

He supports the concept of an ‘educational opportunity 
bank which would sponsor a subsidised loan program. 
Students would be given loans a¢tcording to ‘their individual 
financial need and would pay back what they owed as they 
were able through a proportion of their income. 


Wright says, that university education should not, be 
limited to the elite few who can afford it through parental 
contribution, 

“Education as a‘social value should be yniversally free 
and available to everyone in society,’’ he said. 

However, he concedes that more and more university 
students will have to rely on parental assistance to continue 
their educations, 


A survey distributed by Wright’s task forcée.revealed that . 


30 per cent of the students returning to Uvic this fall plan to 
use parental contributions. Seventy per cent said_ parental 
help will be offered if needed and 6) per cent said they will 
use parental help if it is necessary. 


The dismal student job situation in Victoria over the 
summer. plainly indicates that a large-number will be forced 
to rely on their parents if they want. .to continue their 
educations.

Dies at 83 . 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — 
Agnes 2. Meyer, pioneer 
woman. journalist, social 
worker and philanthropist, 


died Tuesday at her country 


home, Seven Springs Farm, 
near Mt. Kisco, N.Y. She was 
83 


Mrs. Meyer was the widow 
of Eugene Meyer, chairman 
of the board of the Washing- 
ton Post, and mother of 
Katherine” Graham, the 
present publisher of the Post. 

Her own career in journal- 
ism began in 1907, after her 
graduation-from Barnard Col- 
lege, when she became the 
first woman reporter ever 
hired by the New York Sun, 

She retired from active 
newspaper work after her 
1910 marriage to Meyer, a 
millionaire investment 
banker. But —in- 1933, Meyer 
bought the Washington. Post 
and Mrs. Meyer began writ- 
ing articles for the Post on 
health, education and social 
problems 

During World War IJ, she 
traveled fromf coast to coast. 
exposing the wretched living 
conditions that prevailed in 
many war plant areas and 
military towns. 

In her later years, she took 
a vigorous interest in politics, 
public education, social jus- 
tice and philanthropy. . She 
and her husband contributed 
millions of dollars through the | 
Agnes and Eugene Meyer | 
Foundation to the support of 
schools and colleges. She was 
an ardent campaigner for 
more federal aid to education, 


and -founded the — national 
committee for support of 
public schools, an organiza- 
tion in which she remained 
active right up until her 


death. 


Mrs. Meyer was never one 
to mince wonds:in stating her 
position on ‘public affairs. A 
lifelong Republican, she an- 
nounced in 1960 that she 
would support Democrat John 


F. Kennedy for president, 
because she regarded his 
GOP opponent, Richard M:

Margarita Was Hooked 


On Career as Weekly Crime Reporter 


By HELEN GIBSON 


MADRID (UPI) — The tiny 
blonde woman in the go-go 
lace dress leaned back and 
puffed her pipe. 

“I'm neither taken aback 
nor afraid any longer,” she 
said, “I don't think anything 
can ever disgust me again.” 

It is hardly surprising. For 
13 years, Margarita Landi has 
carved herself a career in 
that male bastion of tough 
professions — crime reporting 

In a country of traditional- 
ist attitudes where women 
are concerned,» this zestful 
diminutive blonde has won 
friendship with the police, and 
readers, rich and poor alike. 

High society calls her 
“Margarita” and at its par- 
ties besiege her for all the 
hews fit to print in her latest 
murder story. 

Police affectionately have 
named her ‘Sub-inspector 
Pedrito” (little Pedro) and let 
her . interview their most 
notorious. prisoners. 

And when the black sports 
car zips to the scene of some 
remote village crime, the 
inhabitants siniply say “La 
Landi is here.’’ 

Margarita Landi took up 
pipe smoking because she 
liked it, but turned to journal- 
ism because she had no 
alternative. } 

She was left a widow with a 
gmall son to support, So she 
started to write. Now she 
wouldn’t do anything else. 
“T've been enslaved by the 
whole ‘business,’ she said 
between sips of Scotch. 

After her. first crime story 
about an old woman and some 
macabre goings-on in a ceme- 
tery, Margarita Landi never 
looked back. She dropped her 


fashion and high society re- 
porting like hot bricks. “She 
started to travel the ends of 
Spain for the weekly El, Caso, 
covering the latest clubbing, 
shooting or poisoning. 

“What makes me laugh is 
that everyone denies they 
read El Caso," Miss Landi 
said, her brown eyes sparkl- 
ing and giant silver earrings 
swinging emphatically. 
“They -say only servant girls 
and hall porters read it, but I 
know for a fact that several 
of our most aristocratic fami- 
lies take it to their breakfast 
tables.”’ 

El Caso is Spain's version 
of the pulp crime magazines 
in the. United States. It 
probably lacks some of their 
zest, however, since a Catho- 
lic priest and a lawyer pay a 
special visit to censor each 
weekly edition. 

Thus, writing -for the 
weekly demands a skill for 
innuendo, A recent murder 
case involved a jealous father 
who killed his daughter when 
he suspected she had a boy 
friend. The reason for the 
father’s violent reaction was 
an alleged incestuous rela- 
tionship _with--his- daughter, 
Margarita Landi had to con- 
ver this murder motive to her 
readers without ever spelling 
out incest. 

With 700 or more cases 
behind her, this mother of a 
28-year-old merchant mariner 
confided it is often the 
criminal’s - family that sad- 
dens her most in her work. 

“Tf a tather or son has 
committed a crime, the fam- 
ily is not only desperately sad 
but also humiliated, terrified 
and disbelieving that one of

Bulgeless Buttonholes 


Here’s a gem of a tip 
straight from a designer’s 
workroom that is sure to take 
the bulge out of your bound 
buttonholes. 


Whenever you're using hair 
canvas or any firm reinforc- 
ing fabric for an interfacing, 
try this: make the ‘bound 
buttonholes first—before at- 
taching the interfacing. It 
really works beautifully. ‘The 
buttonholes always stay flat 
and neat, and without the 
extra layer to stitch through, 
they’re lots easier to make, 
too, 

This is how 

I you've underlined- 
simply mark and make bound 
buttonholes through underlin- 
ing. 

If no underlining is—used, 
baste strips of lightweight 
lining or underlining fabrics 
as stay under bound button- 
hole before making. 

After buttonholes are com- 
pleted and the opening edges 
are basted together, baste 
interfacing in place of inside, 
right over buttonholes. 

Pin interfacing. to underside 
around each bound button- 
hole. 

Mark, then trim away a 
neat rectangular, strip of 
interfacing under each bound 
buttonhole, just slightly wider 
and longer than finished but- 
tonhole (outside dimensions),

She has found that crime in 
Spain is as regional as the 
food. 

In rainy, northern Galicia, 
where strange plants grow 
wild in the wet hills, poisoning 
is @ common form of murder. 
Here the farms are minute. 
Since the law demands a 
father divide his property 
equally among his sons, they 
get tinier and the temptations 
to kill for extra acreage 
greater.

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Alabama Students Now Support Integration 


By STUART AUERBACH 

WASHINGTON: (WP ) 
Students at the University of 
Alabama, who’ six ‘years ago 
voted five-te-three against in- 
tegration, how support it by a 
three-to-one margin, a soci- 
ologist reported here. 

Nevertheless, Donal. E, 
Muir told.the American  So- 
ciological Association, most 
white students at. the univers- 
ity still oppose mixing socially 
with black students. But three 
surveys taken since 1963 show 
that this too is changing. 

Muir, a--professor .of  so- 
ciology at the university, said 
attitude of 
students at the University of 
Alabama ‘‘is representative of 
many deep-southern 
tions of higher learning. 

“The stud@nts are getting 
more and more and more 
liberal,"’ Muir-observed in an 
interview.

MANILA (UPI) — A record 
rainfall of more than 22 inches 
in 30 hours flooded Manila and 
an area as large as the state of 
Florida today. President Marcos 


declared a state of “‘calamity 
and emergency” as the waters 
surged four to five feet deep 
through the city. 

Unofficial reports said at least 
14 persons had died in the 
flooding, including two U.S. 
sailors killed in a landslide 
which engulfed a building at 
Cubi Point Naval Air station 55 
miles northwest of Manila, 
Radio reports said three other 
persons were electrocuted in a 
suburban house.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — A dog 
fever blaming the death of his 
travelling Irish wolfhound on 
an airline took a $6.60-axe and 
hacked 18 slashes in a $5-mil- 
lion jetliner to get “what they 
owe me.’

the FBI said. 


The airline estimated the 
damage at $100,000. 

The dog died May 22. of 
what a veterinarian called a 
heat stroke shortly. after re- 
turning to Miami from Dallas 
in the cargo hold of an East- 
ern jet. The dog had. been sent 
to Dallas to be bred. 

Brown claimed in a lawsuit 
against Eastern’ the shipping 
hold didn’t have enough oxy- 
gen for the dog and no tem- 
perature control.

A single hollyhock is like a hibiscus flower with wide, 
silky crinkled petals forming'a flaring trumpet when fully 
spread: Outstanding in hibiscus is the creamy white column

Although fleeting, hibiscus flowers make up for. this with 
quantity of bloom. Each day will bring out more buds during 
a sunny September. Even a three foot shrub may bear 50 to 


60 flowers. 


Much hybridizing has been done, and many named singles 
and doubles appear in catalogs. The color range is white, 


violet and red. 


I have known one shrub of the dark blue-violet survive 
three particularly hard winters during the past 25 years. This 
year it is already covered with bloom. Its only protection is 
from the north east, but it has been growing all these years 
witha minimum of attention. Unobstructed sunshine is its 


best friend.

Anti-Youth Film 
Has No Meaning 


By Jack Scott. 


Young Peter McNelly, whose mind was 
staggered, whose heart exploded with joy, sits 
right across the desk from me and so, in this 
account of how an older gent crept across the 
generation gulch to.see Woodstock, I mean to keep 
the peace. This is vital when two men share the 
same telephone, shears and glue-pot. 


Woodstock, the film decount of the rock 
festival: attended last year by upwards of 400,000 
youngsters, didn’t affect my mind or heart, though 
it had what may prove to be a lasting effect on my 
eardrums. I thought it a tedious picture about a 
tiresome event. 


A reviewer is forced in this case to consider each 
separately, 

The film, itself, is a spectacular artistic failure largely 
because its producer failed to make 
that distinction. It might have been a 
fine 60-minute documentary. It might 
even. have been a fine 90-minute re- 
création of the musical program for any 
young film-goer unsophisticated enough 
not to realize that, with a couple of 
notable exceptions, this is music every 
bit as crassly. commercial and banal as 
that of Lawrence Welk. As a bottom- 
numbing, ear-assaulting three hours of 
both it became a crashing bore. 

The event itself, on the evidence as 
it is provided here, and, like tfout in the 
milk, it is circumstantial, seems notable 
only because of the immensity and 

Scott durability of its audience. 

I think it. nonsense to suggest, as Peter does — sorry 
about this, Peter — that this was a demonstration that life, 
for the young, is Dionysian, The revellers at Rio de Janeiro’s 
carnaval may demonstrate that a temporary spirit of 
orgiastic religion is possible and jolly good fun, to ‘boot. But 
the kids at Woodstock demonstrated no such thing. They 
clearly went to Woodstock, the event, as curious young people 
’are swarming ‘to Woodstock, the film, to see what was 


* happening. They were nearly a half million boys and girls all 


looking at each other to see how they were acting. 
If there’s anything at all to be learned from the film it 


surely is that we should stop trying to learn about young 
people from such public events.

Peter was not alone in his effort to preve something from 
all this — as “a coming together of mankind,” as “an 
ecstatic vision of the finest qualities of man: gentleness, joy, 
creation and dance.” That New York’ farm swarmed with 
cerebral types who were similarly trying to intellectualize 
toward some kind of meaning in the thing when, quite 
clearly, it was nothing more than a huge promotional venture 
beautifully timed. 

This agonized, pseudo-psychological struggle to prove 
something about the attitudes or the values of the young or 
the old is the ultimate nonsense. It’s like proving that people 
crave to revert to animalism because they go to a circus or 
that there’s a hot-dog-and-beer cult because of the union’s 
annual picnic or that my generation, which used to trek 100 
miles to jam about Benny Goodman’s band-stand, was 
searching for some esoteric identity, It is all bunk. 

The. kids at Woodstock went out of curiosity and to have 
some fun, Some did, I thought the scene when they were all 
sliding ecstatically, child-like, in the mud was the one 
charming scene in the film. Some did not have fun. There 
were 5,152 youngsters treated in the hospital, 797 of them 
poor little boobs on bad trips from impure drugs (two died) 
and 20 miscarriages. 

Either way all that-you can really say is that some had 
fun and some did not and since the whole thing was a social 
affair, not a revolutionary affair, the meaning of it was 


- without the slightest lasting sigriificance. 


No two adult observers seem to agree in their tortured 
interpretations. On the one hand Professor Edgar Z. 
Friendenberg called it “a desperate move to form a 
temporary community against a society that is hassling them 
all-the time.” On. the other hand, Paul Goodman, the 
sociologist and author,. thought it was merely an assertion of 
independence and that, “when they get older they will join 
the Kiwanis or the Rotarians.” 

Both opinions, it stems to me, are as specious as Peter’s 
determination to believe that he was seeing a sacred event, a 
sort of pop Lourdes. (He was wrong in his review, ‘by the 
way, in saying that the selfless promoters willingly lost the 
bundle in finally opening the gates without admission; in fact 
they let them in to prevent the kind of violence that happened 
at the Isle of Wight last weekend, and indeed ,the sponsors 
were already off the hook through the sale of the movie 


rights.)

The saddest part of all this search for meanings is that 
the diagnosis so often adds just a little more misunderstand- 
ing about the young. A 

It we're to accept the evidence in Woodstock, the young 
themselves—a preponderance of them there white, educated, 
upper middle-class American—are incapable of explaining or 
defending themselves. We see them here, naive, inarticulate, 
terribly self-conscious, so unworldly that it makes you want 
to weep. How naughty they feel when they use the four-letter 
word |. How. exhibitionistic they are.whén they go for a mixed 
skinny-<dip, a casually accepted fact of life on hundreds of 
Scandinavian beaches by more mature youngsters! 

The moment they open their mouths you know that they, 
too, are groping, God knows why, for some deeper meaning 
that can ever be foumd.in a big party. 

“Tt’s Biblical, it's epical, it’s unbelievable,” says this 
funky lookitig guy, stoned out of his mind. Says another: “Tt 
was beautiful. Like we could all groove together, you know, 
mar. I mean it Was real human being to human being. You

Representatives of two in- 
ternational unions came to an

The previous contract with 
the International Brotherhood 
of Pulp, Sulphite and Paper- 
mill Workers and the United 
Papermakers and Paper- 
workers expired June 30 with 
the employees on a base rate 
of $3.20 an hour.

60-CENT INCREASE 

The first two years of the 
pulp settlement are based on 
a coast forest industry report 
which recommended a 60-cent 
hourly increase over the 
same period for 28,000 wood- 
workers. 

The pulp settlement also 
includes an increase for 
tradesmen that is equivalent 
to the 15-cent hourly adjust- 
ment recommended in the 
report by Mr. Justice Nathan 
Nemetz in the still-to-be-set- 
tled dispute between many of 
the same companies and the 
International Woodworkers of 
America. 

Neither the Pulp and Paper 
Industrial Bureau, represent- 
ing the employers, nor the 
pulp unions would disclose 
details. of the settlement until 
the memberships have been 
informed of the details. 


MAJOR, IMPROVEMENTS 

However, it is also believed 
that the settlement includes 
some major improvements in 
fringe benefits — 
health.and welfare — that 
raises the total cost of the 
new package to $1.25 am hour 
over the three years. 

Tt was also undereitil that 
the companies have agreed to 
gradually increase their 
health and welfare contribu- 
tions from 50 per cent to 70 
per cent by the third year of 
the contract, In addition, 
weekly sick benefits are to be 
extended, pensions improved, 
and shift differentials in- 
creased for the workers.

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Anti-Youth Film 
Has No Meaning

Young Peter McNelly, whose mind was 
staggered, whose heart exploded with joy, sits 
Tight across the desk from me and so, in this 
aceount-of how an-older gent crept across the 
generation gulch to. see Woodstock, I mean to keep 
the peace. This is vital when two men share the 
same'telephone, shears and glue-pot. 


Woodstock, the film account of the rock 
festival attended last year by upwards of 400,000 
youngsters, didn’t affect my mind or heart, though 
it had what may prove to be a lasting effect on my 
eardrums, I thought it a tedious picture about a 
tiresome event. 


“fe -veviewer is forced “in this case to consider each 
separately. 

The film, itself, is a spectacular artistic failure largely 
¢ because its producer failed to make 
that distinction. Tt might have been a 
fine 60-minute documentary. It might 
even have been a fine 90-minute re- 
creation of the musical program for any 
young film-goer unsophisticated enough 
not to realize that, with a couple of 
notable, exceptions, this is music every 
bit as crassly commercial and banal as 
that of Lawrence Welk. As a bottom- 
numbing, ear-assaulting three hours of 
both it became a crashing bore. 

The event itself, on the evidence as 
it is provided here, and, like trout in the 
milk, it is circumstantial, seems notable 
only because of the immensity and 

Scott durability of its audience. 

_I think it. nonsense to suggest, as Peter does — sorry 
about this, Peter — that this was a demonstration that life, 
for the young, is Dionysian, The revellers at Rio de Janeiro’s 
carnaval may demonstrate that a temporary spirit of 
orgiastic religion is possible and jolly good fun, to boot. But 
the kids. at Woodstock demonstrated no such thing. They. 
clearly went to Woodstock, the event, as curious young people 
vare swarming to Woodstock, the film, to see what was 
happening. They were nearly a half million boys and girls all 
looking ut each other to see how they were acting. 

If there's anything at all to be learned from the film it 
sirely is that we should stop trying to learn about young 
people from such public events.

Peter was not alone in his effort to preve something from 
all this — as “a coming together of mankind,” as “an 
ecstatic vision of the finest qualities of man: gentleness, joy, 
creation and dance.” That New York’ farm swarmed with 
cerebral types who were similarly trying to intellectualize 
toward some kind of meaning in the thing when, quite 
clearly, it was nothing more than a huge promotional venture 
beautifully timed. 


This agonized, pseudo-psychological struggle to prove 


- gomething about the attitudes or the values of the young or 


the old is the ultimate nonsense. It’s like proving that people 
erave to revert to animalism because they go to a circus or 
that there’s a hot-dog-and-beer cult because of the union's 
annual pictiic or that my generation, which used to trek 100 
miles to jam about Benny Goodman’s band-stand, was 
searching for some esoteric identity. It is all bank. 

‘The. kids at Woodstock went-out of curiosity and to have 
some fun. Some did. I thought the scene when they were all 
gliding ecstatically, child-like, in the mud was the one 
charming scene in the film. Some did not have fun, There 
were 5,152 youngsters treated in the hospital, 797 of them 
poor little boobs on bad trips from impure drugs (two died) 
and 20 miscarriages. 

Either way all that you can really say is that some had 
fun and some did not and since the whole thing was # social 
affair, not a revolutionary affair, the meaning of it was 
without the slightest lasting significance. 

No two adult observers seem to agree in their tortured 
interpretations, On the one hand Professor Edgar Z. 
Friendenberg called it “a desperate move to form a 
temporary community against a society that is hassling them 
afl the time.” On the other hand, Paul Goodman, the 
sociologist and author,-thought it was merely an assertion of 
independence and that, ‘when they get older they will join 
the Kiwanis or the Rotarians.” 

Both opinions, it seems to me, are as specious as Peter’s 
determination to believe that he was seeing a sacred event, a 
sort of pop Lourdes. (He was wrong in his review, by the 
way, in saying that the selfless promoters willingly lost the 
bundle in finally opening the gates without admission; in fact 
they let them in to prevent the kind of violence thet happened

The saddest part of all this search for meanings is that 
the diagnosis so often adds just a little more misunderstand- 
ing about the young.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Pulp industry and union 
negotiators met today to sign an agreement providing 
about 7,000 workers with a 22.5 per cent wage 
increase in a new three-year contract.

The first two years of the 
pulp settlement are based on 
a coast forest industry report 
which recommended a 60-cent 
hourly increase over the 
same period for 28,000 wood- 
workers. 

The pulp settlement also 
includes an increase for 
tradesmen that is equivalent 
to the 15-cent hourly adjust- 
ment recommended in the 
report by Mr. Justice Nathan 
Nemetz in the still-to-be-set- 
tled dispute between many of 
the same companies and the 
International Woodworkers of 
America. 

Neither the Pulp and Paper 
Industrial Bureau, represent- 
ing the employers, nor the 
pulp unions would disclose 
details. of the settlement until 
the memberships have. been 
informed 6f we details. 
MAJOR IMPROVEMENTS 

However, it is also believed 
that the settlement includes 
some major improvements in 
fringe benefits — 
health and welfare — that 
raises the total cost of the 
new package to $1.25 an hour 
over the three years. 

Tt was also understood that 
the companies have agreed to 
gradually increase their 
health and welfare contribu- 
tions from 50 per cent to 70 
per cent by the third year of 
the. contract, In addition, 
weekly sick benefits are to be 
extended, pensions improved, 
and shift differentials in- 
creased for the workers.

McGovern was the leader of 
the forces that lost Tuesday 
55to 39-on the amendment 
requiring withdrawal of all 
U.S. troops from South Viet- 


nam by the ‘end of 1971. 

“T think it is an abdication 
of our constitutional respon- 
sibilities to place the whole 
burden on the president,” said 
the senator. 

Meanwhile, on the Indo- 
china war front, the United 
States pushed ahead today 
with two new moves to 
disengage American forces 
from Vietnam, and the U.S 
eommander, Gen, Creighton 
W. Abrams, said the ability of 
the South Vietnamese to 
defend themselves “has been 
greatly enhanced.” 

On the battlefields, U.S. and 
South Vietnamese forces re- 
mained on the alert for 
attacks to mark North Viet- 
nam’s National Day ‘today 
and the first anniversary 
Thursday of the death of 
President Ho Chi Minh, But 
so far the anticipated upsurge 
had not opeurred.

Threat by Iraq

Jordan and Iraq were poised on the brink of 
open warfare today after swift Jordanian rejection of 
a’threat from Iraq to use military intervention on 
behalf of Palestinian Arab guerrillas under fire from 


King Hussien’s troops. 


Jordan’s reply was handed 
to the Iraqi ambassador here 
after an emergency meeting 
of the cabinet which lasted 
almost four hours while spor- 
adic firing continued in some 
areas after Tuesday night's 
clashes. 

The Iraqi threat came in.a 
note handed to Jordan's am- 
bassador'in Baghdad Tuesday 
night while security forces 
and commandoes blazed away 
at each other in/and around 
Amman after an unsuccess- 
ful attempt ‘to assassinate 
King Hussein. 

Premier Abdul Moneim Al- 
Rafai told reporters after the 
cabinet meeting that the Iraqi 
note had said: 

“The Iraqi government asks 


that the Jordanian forces 
cease-fire. If they do-not-do 
so, the Iraqi government 
cannot prevent elements of its 
forces Atationed in Jordan 
from ititervening on the side 
of the Fedayeen (guerrillas).”” 
Rifai said the 
reply, handed to 
ambassador here, expressed 
regret that such a warning 
had been issued and said it 
could not accept it. 
About 12,000 Iraqi

The note also rejected. an 
Iraqi claim that Baghdad's 
diplomatic intervention had 
been responsible for the 
ceasefire Tuesday night.

The note repeated Jordan's 
earlier denial that the army 
had opened fire first and 
emphasized the government's 
support for. the- Palestine 
resistance movement and de- 
sire for brotherhood with 
Iraq. 

The ptémier told the Te- 
porters, that the cabinet had 
approved effective: measures 
to prevent a recurrence» of 
Tuesday night's fighting. 

As fighting between Traqi 
and Jordanian troops threat- 
ened to break out, there were 
reports Hussein may declare 
martial law. 

Baghdad radio and Iraqi 
troops stationed in Jordan 
moved into position alongside 
Palestinian guerrilla forces 
the Jordanian 
shelling of Palestinian refugee 
camps and civilian quarters 
of the capital.’ 
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“This obliged the Jordanian 
army to withhold shooting at 
Fedayeen guerrilla camps 
end civilian quarters,” the 
broadcast said. It added that 
Iraqi troops had been placed 
on the alert “‘to face actions 
against Palestinian resis t- 
ance.” 

Military sources said Iraq 
has mostly artillery and anti- 
aircraft units in Jordan and 
would have difficulty. taking 
onan infantry role. They also 
say the 55,000-man Jordanian 
army, the best in the Arab 
world, probably could contain 
the Iraqis.

While the concept 
of the waterfront area rejuvenation” 
is one which all Victorians recognize 
as not merely desirable but essential 
for the good of the city,.a 
considerable body of concern has 
grown, during the past months, as 
‘to the advisability of the high-rise 
development which the Reid inter- 
ests propose in their dramatic and 
stimulating plan for a_ hotel- 
apartment-theatre-marina complex 
on the-Inner-Harbor. 

Now, in raising the issue, Mr. 
Pollen has served to focus the 
public’s misgivings as to the ad- 
vantages of the three high-rise 
towers which the Reid plan envis- 
ages. Set on the waterfront, these 
would do much to obscure the view 
of the Sooke Hills: — one of 
Victoria’s sunset glories — from 
downtown. And while the many © 
attractions of the plan can be cited, 
it is possible that too little attention 


has been paid to the side effects of 
such.a concentration of population 
in little more than a block of a 
relatively restricted thoroughfare. 


There is a dilemma here. The 


benefits of the high-rise form are 
widely known and it is obviously a 
permanent part of the modern 
urban scene. But it is not without its 
disadvantages — and it is in this 
regard that the location of highrise 
buildings is particularly important. 


Prime—sites have been waterfronts 
and park boundaries, and while this 
is fine for the high-rise dwellers, the 
effects on the neighborhood in 
cutting off the view — of the parks, 


directly in the lee of a high-rise 
complex, all too often abandoned to 
parking lots or depreciated proper- 
ties which tell their own story of life 
in the shadows. . 

In terms of Wharf Street, what 
would this mean? Could the street, 
already.crowded at many times of 
the day, adequately handle the 
traffic arising from hundreds more 
residents? Would the waterfront, 
which could be made one of 
Victoria’s. crowning--scenic achieve- 
ments, be depreciated by the 
towers, perhaps to be followed by 
others along the shore? Would the 
adjacent area be able to overcome, 
and flourish in, the new boxed-in 
environment? 

These are questions which have 
been soft-pedalled until now, for no 
one wants to denigrate an invigorat- 
ing scheme after the long doldrums 
in the Inner Harbor. But Mr. Pollen 
is right to raise them — and the 
reception given his remarks indi- 
cates that others on Council may be 
having second thoughts. 

What emerges more clearly than 
ever is that Victoria needs a long- 
range plan, not only for specified 
sections such as the Wharf Street 
area, the once-mooted governmental 


precinct ahd cathedral precinct, and 
so on, but for the community as a 
whole. This would embody trans- 
portation, traffic routes, architec- 
tural types, residential concentra- 
tions, 


commercial expansion, the 
general appearance and style of the 
city, and. in fact the basic question 
of what we really want to create for 
the future. with the incomparable 
assets we have at hand. Are we now 
ready to face this question? 


The Fish Conservation Case 


AST WEEKEND’S IMPRESSIVE 
“Sail in” demonstrated drama- 
tically the demand made by West 


Coast fishermen for extension of 


Canada’s fisheries jurisdiction to 


the edge of the continental shelf. In 
addition to representing enlightened 
self-interest, 
merit on 


their “argument has 
conservation grounds. 
Canada can control fishing methods 
in a way to preserve various species 
in waters over which she has 
jurisdiction. No. such control is 
possible on the high seas without 
international agreement among all 
fishing nations — and that is 
difficult to achieve. 

The Canadian fishing industry is 
naturally anxious to preserve an 
ecological balance which will assure 
maintenance of stocks. It is dis- 
turbed by the prospect of alien 
fishing fleets scraping bare the 
grounds and scooping up the species 
on which important commercial 
species depend for food. And it is 
understandably interested in the 
creation of more salmon_hatcheries 
on the West Coast to provide more 
fish for commercial hauls. 

The present uncontrolled situa- 
tion however, renews. interest in 
research now under way to deter- 


mine. the feasibility of “farming” 
fish in waters impounded inland. If 
it proved feasible to keep our 
salmon, from hatchery to cannery, 
from straying to the high seas — 
wherever the limits are set — 
expenditures on propagation would 
reserve returns for Canadians -only. 
We would not, in other words, be 
producing fish for others to catch 
without recompense for our invest- 
ment. 

That is a prospect forthe future 
and it would create a number of 
problems. It must first be proved 
practicable and economic. And _ it 
would involve the disappearance of 
salt-water salmon fishermen in a 
social change of significant propor- 
tions. Moreover, it would not be an 
important element in preserving the 
ground fish stocks to which Cana- 
dian fishermen must eventually 
turn for a larger proportion of their 
harvest. 

It should, however, remain a 
thought in the back of Fisheries 
Minister Davis’ mind as he bargains 
internationally for improvement of 
conservation and controb measures 
over continental shelf fisheries cur- 
rently outside Canada’s recently 
extended territorial limits.

‘Apple of Discord’ in the Mines Tax Plan 


R. Benson’s latest tax proposals, 
affecting the mining industry, 
stem from an explicit recognition that, in 
his sector at least, uncertainty about the 
white paper is im- 
peding economic 
growth. Everything 
is. relative. . Against 
the background of 
the changes threat- 
ened: in the white 
paper (although not 
in the context of the 
existing system) the 
new proposals appear 
welcome improve- 
ments. The minister 
evidently hopes that the contrast will 
appear sufficiently favorable to induce 
affected companies to move ahead with 
projects stalled for many months by the 
inability of their executive officers to 
read the tax intentions of government. 
Mr. Benson offers three revisions for 
consideration by the provincial treasur- 
ers. Two of these afte alike in the sense 
that each would widen the definition of 
expenditures qualifying for depletion 
allowances. As proposed in the white 
paper, a mining company would be 
permitted to claim one dollar in 
deduction from taxable profits (depletion 
allowance) for each three dollars spent 
on various expenditures, such as explora- 
tion. With the change announced last 
week cost of certain ore processing 
facilities and outlays connected with 
major €Xpansibns of mining activities 
could be included in these calculations. 
These are obvious improvements, 
increasing. the potential value of the 
incentive offered. The third revision is of 
a different character and much more 
difficult to assess (unless, in particular 
cases, understandings already~ exist 
between companies uncertainly poised 
for immediate developments and govern- 
ments eager to see development start).

Reducing Claims 


Mr. Benson proposes to reduce his 
dwn claims on future corporation reve- 
nues. This is the familiar device of 
giving the provinces more tax room. If 
the provinces display equal generosity 
towards the companies — but only in 
that case — a tax incentive will be 
created for future development. The 
minister, with characteristic dexterity, 
has shifted the onus from the federal to 
provincial governments. 

Certainly this is a shrewd move, 
politically speaking, since the provinces 
in most urgent need of development have 
been most outspoken in their criticism of 
white paper proposals reducing the 
existing incentives to enterprise. 

Whatever its immediate effect, how- 
ever, the proposal is likely over the 


longer term to create fresh complica- 
tions in federal - provincial relation- 
ships, While all provinces are equal in 


theory, they are manifestly not equal in 
financial competence, Abatements of the 
character proposed by Mr. Benson have 
always been far more popular with 
wealthy provinces than they have with 
others lacking a comparable tax base 
and more dependent on equalization. 

In the business of attracting develop- 
ment capital, the provinces are in 
competition with each other. On the 
basis of Mr. Benson's rearrangments, 
there will be room for a province to 
charge.in corporation tax anything from 
12 per cent (the existing level) to 27 per 
cent. Self denial ought not to be too 
difficult for Ontario or British Columbia. 
For provinces such as New Brunswick or 
Manitoba, (and perhaps again Saskat- 
chewan) it will be no simple matter, 
although necessity may make for 
accommodation in the very short term. 

The technical term is abatement; a 
more popular description is apple of 
discord. 

On this point one of the best known 
authorities is Mr. Benson himself. Last 
year, in his now famous white paper, he 
devoted a section (page 82) to the 
general subject of abatements. He was 
speaking in general terms, referring to 
his proposal to discontinue the present 
practice of abating the basic federal 
income tax to assist the provinces. 

This change, he explained, “reflects 
an intention stated in 1966 to give up the 
abatement system. By inference the 
general abatement appears to be or is 
interpreted as signifying the federal 
goverment’s view as to the appropriate 
or proper rate of provincial tax. This 


imposes a practical barrier to the 
provincial government using a different 
rate, despite its legal freedom to do so. 
Moreover, it has diluted the provincial 
responsibility for determining and justi- 
fying its own tax rates... 3 

The view expressed above is not 
invalidated by the fact that abatements 
were to continue in respect of corpora- 
tion tax. A government in a favorable 
financial situation and anxious to pro- 
mote needed development will find the 
“practical barrier’’ passable enough. But 
a government unfavorably situated will 
be under pressure to charge the 
“appropriate,”” Ottawa-sanctioned rate 
even though its need for development 
may be very much greater. From the 
standpoint of a company the uncertainty 
has been transferred from the national 
to provincial capitals; it has not been 
removed. 

Mr. Benson’s examples are of limited 
value since they display textbook 
situations rather than those likely to be 
encountered in practice. They indicated 
that with no rate changes a company 
without earned depletion would pay on 
mining profits of $100 a total of $59.90 
under the white paper proposals $52 
under the suggested revisions. This 
would compare, however, with $44.60 
under the white paper proposals, $52 
therefore, Mr. Benson still proposes to 
reduce very materially the existing 
development. But the best may be 
unrealistic for provinces caught in a 
financial squeeze and confronting-the 
practical barriers which the minister of 
finance so clearly perceived last year.

I recollect that more than 20 
years ago, we were charged ten dollars 
for an office call, which lasted ‘at the 
very most 5 minutes. It is ‘true that 
another, less extortionate doctor (since 
deceased, unfortunately) had only 
charged us five dollars. 

However, the shock we received when 
the ten dollars was charged has probably 
saved us an enormous amount of money 
since — we decided then and there that 
we could not afford to be ill, and when 
we had aches and pains we simply 
waited for them to go away, without 
medical intervention. Except for an 
occasional check-up, I feel we are 
unlikely ever to go to a doctor again, 
unless we are involved in an accident or 
incapable of self-propelled movement.— 
Cynical.

A Landmark in Mideast Peace Efforts 


date Aug. 25, 1970, will have 

special significance for historians 

of the Middle East. It unquestionably. 
will be recorded as a_ diplomatic 
landmark—and not 
merely in relations 
between Arab and 
Jew. It was on that 
date, of course, that 
the first Arab-Israeli 
peace explorations 
since the establish- 
ment of Israel began. 
No one familiar with

The SALT talks, now recessed, 
represent a potential gain of great 
importance. The Soviet-West German 
accord on boundaries will be significant 
if its promise is fulfilled. The several 
peripheral disarmament agreements 
reached since the test-ban accord of 1963 
are useful. 

But the existence of a conscious and 
acknowledged effort by Arabs and Jews 
to end their seemingly eternal feud is 
something approaching a diplomatic 
miracle. It could not happen, but it did. 

And it happened as a result of Soviet- 
American parallelism. Nothing less could 
have brought it about. The extent of the 
American contribution is well known; the 
role ‘played by Moscow, over a period of 
months, was also highly important—and 
is much less known. 

What this really means, so far as 
Moscow and Washington are concerned, 
is that each has agreed td accept the 
other’s presence and influence in the 
Middle East. They will coexist in that 
highly strategic part of the — world; 
neither will seek to expel the other. 

And each will press its respective 
cliént to “cool it,"” so that great-power 
coexistence will be more readily feasible. 

The alternative, for Moscow, would 
have been to strengthen and extend 
Soviet power and influence in the Arab 
world at American expense by perpetuat- 
ing tensions and facilitating conflict. This 
almost certainly would have led to a 
confrontation with the United States; and 
Moscow backed away: 


U.S. Alternative 


The alternative for Washington would 
have been to make possible another 
humiliating military defeat for the Arabs 
on the battlefield, after which the Soviet 
Union, exposed anew as a “paper tiger,” 
could-have been discredited among the 
Arabs. The risk was that the tiger would 
prove not to have been made of paper; 
and Washington, too, backed away. 

Peace, if it comes, will mean the 
reopening of the Suez Canal, and this, in 
turn, will facilitate Soviet incursions into 
the Indian Ocean and beyond. Coex- 
istence east of Suez will be an inevitable 
consequence of coexistence in the 
Mediterranean. But by extension, Wash- 


ington has acquiesced in that prospect as 
well. 

The date Aug. 25, 1970, was a major 
watershed for the United Nations as an 
institution. The UN has not had much to 
cheer about in recent years; now it has. 

A- peace settlement in the Middle 
East, brought about through a UN 
intermediary, could restore the world 
organization to popular respect and 
visible utility. It could transform many 
of the UN’s prospects. 

And even if there is no Middle 
Eastern peace, as of course there may 
well not be, the fact that the UN is 
providing machinery for an effort in that 
direction will help, in itsélf, to boost the 
organization's stock. This is, after all, 
the kind of thing the UN was designed to 
do. 


Myth Dispelled 


For the Arab world, Aug. 25 was a 
landmark because it dispelled a longheld 
and protoundly-believed myth: that ac- 
ceptance of Israel as a permanent entity 
would produce widespread and uncon- 
tainable upheaval among Arabs, imperil- 
ling not merely the political careers but 
the physical lives of Arab leaders 
responsible, The “Abdullah syndrome,"’ 
it was sometimes called. 

Egypt and Jordan now have begun 
exploratory negotiations based on the 
premise of coexistence with Israel. That 
is the officially stated purpose of the 
exercise, the goal they have ack- 
nowledged they are seeking. 

But although there has been angry 
protest from some Palestinians, with 
vows that they are not bound by the 
agreement, there have been no major 
upheaval, no civil war, no successful 
assassinations. 

Official Cairo and Amman have even 
dared to take certain steps to curb the 
fedayeen, and as of this writing have 
gotten away with it. 

The Mideast is a healthier place this 
week than it was last; UN prestige has 
received a boost}-and Soviet-American 
relations are on:a sounder footing. 

This much has happened before there 
is progress toward agreement on peace 
terms, What might happen if peace itself 
were agreed upon is beyond present 
vision,

Anti-Youth Film 
Has No Meaning 


Young .Peter McNelly,. whose mind was 
staggered, whose heart exploded with joy, sits 
right across the desk from me and so, in this 
account of how an older gent crept across the 
generation gulch to see Woodstock, I mean to keep 
the peace. This is vital when two men share the 
same telephone, shears and glue-pot. 

Woodstock, the film account of the rock 
festival attended last year by upwards of 400,000 
youngsters, didn’t affect my mind or heart, though 
it had what may prove to be a lasting effect on my 


eardrums. I thought it a tedious picture about a 
tiresome event. 


A reviewer is forced in this case to consider each 
The film, itself, is a spectacular artistic failure largely 
<4 because its producer failed to make 

that. distinction. It might have been a 
fine 60-minute documentary. It might 
even have been a fine 90-minute re- 
creation of the musical program for any 
young film-goer unsophisticated enough 
not to realize that, #tth a couple of 
notable exceptions, this is music every 
bit as erassly commercial and banal as 
that of Lawrence Welk. As a bottom- 
numbing,. ear-assaulting three hours of 
both it became a crashing bore. A 
The event itself, on the evidence as 

it is provided here, and, like trout in the 
milk, it is circumstantial, seems notable 
only because of the immensity and 

Scott ¢ durability of its audience. 

I think it nonsense to suggest, as Peter does — sorry 
about this; Peter — that this was a demonstration that life, 
for the young, is Dionysian. The reveHers at Rio de Janeiro’s 
carnaval may demonstrate that a temporary spirit of 
orgiastic religion is possible and jolly good fun, to, boot. But 
the kids at Woodstock demonstrated no such thing. They 
clearly went to Woodstock, the event, as curious young people 
are swarming to Woodstock, the film, to see what was 
happening. They were nearly a half million boys and girls all 
looking at each other to see how they were acting. 

Tf there’s anything at all to be learned from the film it 


surely is that we should stop’ trying to learn about young 


people from such public events.

Peter was not alone in his effort to prove something from 
all this — as “a coming together of mankind,” as “an 
ecstatic vision of the finest qualities of man: gentleness, joy, 
creation and @ance?’ That. New York farm swarmed with 
cerebral types’ who were similarly trying to intellectualize 
toward some kind of meaning in the thing when, quite 
clearly, it was nothing more than a huge promotional venture 


» beautifully timed, 


This agonized, pseudo-psychological struggle to prove 
something abott the attitudes or the values of the young or 
the old is the ultimate nonsense. It’s like proving that people 
crave to revert to animalism. because they go to a circus or 


that there’s a hot-dog-and-beer cult because of the union’s 


annual picnic or that my generation, which used to trek 100 
miles to jam about Benny Goodman's band-stand, was 
searching for some esoteric identity, It-is all: bunk. 

The kids at Woodstock went out of curiosity-and to have 
some fun, Some did. I thought the scene when they were all 
sliding eestatically, child-like, in the mud was ‘the one 
charming scene in the film. Some did not have fun. ‘There 
were 5,152 youngsters treated in the hospital, 797 of them 
poor little boobs on bad trips from impure drugs’ (two died) 
and 20 miscarriages. 

Either way all that you can really say is that some had 
fun and’some did not and since the whole thing was a social 
affair, not a revolutionary affair, the meaning of it: was 
without the slightest lasting significance. 

No two adult observers seem to agree in their tortured 
interpretations. On the one. hand Professor. Edgar Z. 
Friendenberg called it “a desperate move to form a 
“temporary community against a society that is hassling them 
all the time.’? On the other hand, Paul Goodman, the 
sociologist and author, thought it was merely an assertion of 
independence and that, “when they get older they will join 
the Kiwanis or the Rotarians.” 

Both opinions, it seems to me, are as specious as Peter’s 
determination to believe that he was seeing a sacred event, a 
sort of pop Lourdes. (He was wrong in his review, by the 
way, in saying that the selfless promoters willingly lost the 
bundle in finally opening the gates without admission; in fact 
they let them in to prevent the kind of violence that happened 
at the Isle of Wight last weekend, and indeed ,the sponsors 
were already off the hook through the sale of the movie 
rights.) 

* * * 

The saddest part of all this search for meanings is that 
the diagnosis so often adds. just a little more misunderstand- 
ing about the young. 

If we're to accept the evidence in Woodstock, the young 
themselves—a preponderance of them there white, educated, 
upper middle-class American—are incapable of explaining or 
defending themselves. We see them here, naive, inarticulate, 
terribly self-conscious, so ynworldly that it makes you want 
to weep. How naughty they feel when they use the four-letter 
word! How exhibitionistic they are when they go for a mixed 
skimmy-tip, a dasually accepted fact of life on hundreds of 
Scandinavian beachés by more mature youngsters! 

The moment they open ‘their mouths you know that they, 
too, are groping, God knows why, for some deeper meaning 
that can ever be found in a big party. 

“Tig Biblieal, it’s epical, it’s unbelievable,” says this 
funky looking guy, stoned out of his mind. Says another: “Tt 
was beautiful. Like we could all groove together, you know, 
man. I mean it was real human being to human being. You 
weren't, like, alone, and you Knew you weren’t. I mean you 
were somewhere.” 

Dignifying that sort of double-talk as being representative 
of today’s youth does an incredible disservice to the real and 
often noble aspirations of youth as it.really is. ‘That fs why 
Woodstock is an anti-youth film and why, dear Peter, I found

But the letter was written 
the day before Pollen got 
formal and unanimous ap- 
proval Tueslay from council's 
community development com- 
mittee to consider buying up 
the Reid property. 


Less than sixty days 
ago,’ says the Reid letter, 
Pollen “gave us his complete 
support for this project and, 
in fact, was enthusiastic 
about the entire proposal.” 


Reid said the meeting at 
which Pollen enthusiastically 
supportel the waterfront 
project took place when Reid 
and his. associates travelled 
here from Vancouver. 


Pollen said today, however, 
he had “‘bumped into’ Reid 


and had coffee with him. 
Pollen said he was “im- 
pressed” with Reid and 


praised the developer's busi- 
ness abilities, but he told the

NEVER A PROPOSAL 

“There has never been a 
Reid proposal. But there has 
been a. Reid concept.”

A former student leader at the University of Victoria 
says that some studént leaders in B.C. “are out to grab as 
many. bucks for their students as they can wring out of the 
provincial treasury and couldn't care less about anybody 
else.” 

Norman Wright, former president .of the Alma Mater 
Society at Uvic and currently head of a task force studying 
student financial assistance, disagrees with the hard-line 
attitude taken by some western Canada~ student leaders, 
especially from the University of British Columbia,

‘We can't isolate the student situation as far. as making 
monetary demands is concerned,” he said Tuesday. ‘‘A self- 
defining approach like this is self-limiting, and, ultimately, 
self-destroying.”’ 

Wright's task force is sponsored by the British Columbia 
Union of Students, am organization of students involved in” 
post-secondary education in B.C. 

The task force has been studying the student assistance 
problem since the beginning of the summer and will bring 
forth a report within a month, 


fn 


Wright says students carry no more importance than do 
other segments of the society. 

“T think we should work on a system of over-all social 
priorities which don’t necessarily have the student saying: 
Mé first!’ 

The student standing by himself demanding government 
money doesn’t stand a chance, Wright said. 

“Everyone else who has a claim on the treasury gangs up 
on him." 

He supports the concept of an: educational’ opportunity 
bank which would sponsor a subsidised loan program. 
Students would be-given loans according-to their’ individual 
financial need and would pay back what they owed as they 
were able through a proportion of their income. 


Wright says that university education should not be 
limited to the elite few who can afford it through parental 
contribution. . 


“Education as-a social value should be universally free 
and available to everyone in society,"’ he said. 

However, he concedes that-more and more university 
students will have to rely on parental assistance to continue 
their educations, 
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A survey distributed by Wright's task force revealed that 
30 per cent of the students returning to Uvie this fall plan to 
use Parental contributions, Seventy per cent said parental 
help will be offered if needed and 60 per cent said they will 
use parental help if it is necessary. 


The dismal student job situation in Victoria over the 
summer plainly indicates-that a large number will be forced 
to rely on their parents if they want td. continue their 
educations.

Pulp Industry, 
Workers Settle 
For Wage Hike 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Pulp industry and union 
negotiators met today to sign an agreement providing 
about 7,000: workers with a 22.5 per cent wage 
increase in a new three-year contract. 


Representatives of two in- 
ternational unions came to an 
agreement Tuesday with 
company negotiators giving 
the workers a 7.5 per cent or 
30-cent hourly wage boost — 
whichever is higher — in each 
of the first two years, and a 
7.5 per cent increase in the 
final year. 

The previous contract with 
the International Brotherhood 
of Pulp, Sulphite, and Paper- 
mill Workers and the ‘United

IWA Talks 
Continue 


VANCOUVER (CP)— 
What were described as 
“emergency efforts” to 
reach agreement on a 
new coast forest industry 
contract began Tuesday 
between four-men groups 
representing the Interna- 
tional Woodworkers of 
America and Forest In- 
dustrial Relations. 

Neither side commented 
after the end of Tuesday's 
session, except to say talks 
were to continue today. 

At the request of Mr. 
Justice Nathan Nemetz, 
mediator, negotiating teams 
of the IWA and FIR haye been 


reduced from the previous 10- 
man committees. 


Papermakers and Paper- 
workers expired June 30 with 
the employees on a base rate 
of $3.20 an hour. The average 
rate, however, was $3.80. 

The first two years of the 
pulp settlement are based on 
a coast forest industry report 
which recommended a 60-cent 
hourly ~iricrease aver ‘the 
same period for 28,000 wood- 
workers, 

The pulp settlement also 
includes an increase _,for 
tradesmen that is equivalent 
to_the 15-cent hourly adjust- 
ment recommended in the 
report by Mr. Justice Nathan 
Nemetz in the still-to-be-set- 
tled dispute between many of 
the same companies and the 
International Woodworkers of 
America. 


Neither the Pulp and Paper 
Industrial Bureau, represent- 
ing the employers, nor the 
pulp unions would disclose 
details of the settlement until 
the memberships have been 
informed of the details. 

However, it is also believed 
that the settlement includes 
some major improvements in 
fringe benefits — particularly 
health and welfare that 
raises the total cost of the 
new package to $1.25 an hour 
over the three years. 

It was also understood that 
the companies have agreed to 
gradually increase their 


s health and welfare contribu- 


tions from 50 per cent to 70 
per cent by the third year of 
the contract. In addition, 
weekly sick benefits are to be 
extended, pensions improved, 
and shift differentials in- 
creased for the workers. 
Sources said today that it 
was extremely doubtful the 
IWA would go for a three- 
year pact in the emergency 
negotiations now under way

Jordan and Iraq were poised on the brink of 
open warfare today after swift Jordanian rejection of 
a threat from Iraq to use military intervention on 
behalf of Palestinian Arab guerrillas under fire from 


King Hussien’s troops. 


Jordan's reply was handed 
to the Iraqi ambassador here 
after an emergency meeting 
of the cabinet which lasted 


almost four hours while spor- 
adic firing continued in some 
areas ,after Tuesday night's 
clashes. 

The Iraqi thréat came in a 
note handed to Jordan's am- 
bassador in Baghdad Tuesday 
night while security forces 
and commandos blazed away 
at each other in and around 
Amman after an umsuccess- 
ful attempt to assassinate 
King Hussein. 

Premier Abdul Moneim Al- 
Rafai told reporters after the 
cabinet meeting that the Iraqi 
note had said: 

“The Iraqi government asks 


that the Jordanian forces 
cease-fire. If they do not do 
so, the Iraqi government 
cannot prevent elements of its 
forces stationed in Jordan 
from intervening on the side 
of the Fedayeen.(guerrillas).”’

Detroit Potic¢e Commis- 
sioner Patrick Murphy told 
the association's annual con- 
ference jthat Canadian police 
forces have a chance to get 
ahead of their problems and 
they should .not...et that 


chance slip away as the U.S. 
police have done and the 
British are doing. 
Communication is the key, 
he said, especially with the 
poor, the alcoholic, minority 
groups, the drug addict, youth 
and unemployed those 
shown by all studies to be 
nearest to large-city crime. 
He said police should be 
sent into the community to 
soft-sell the law and listen to 
people's problems. 
Commissioner Murphy also 


urged that. there be more 
recruiting of policemen from 
racial. minority groups to 
match the composition of the 
community. 

In Detroit, black officers 
who were weak in some areas 
of qualification had: advant- 
ages because of their color in 
facing the problems of the 
black community. 

He said many U.S. police 
departments still regard 
community relations as a 
frill, an outlook that appeared 


to be matchéd in Canada 
Metropolitan Toronto has 
the only Canadian police force 


with a community-relations 
bureau. 
Earlier, Saskatoon Chief

ference the best way to ruin 
the morale of police forces is 
to promote ‘“‘@anderheads” 
with seniority over dedicated 
and able young policemen.
